Buyer: 7 
beware! ! 






For years, the credo of the 
American and world 
market-place has been “Let the 
buyer beware.” The consumer 
has gotten the short end of the 
stick in most instances, but with 
the adveat of such institutions as 
the Better Business Bureau and 
Ralph Nader’s Raiders, the 
tables are beginning to turn. 

Consumer advocacy is giving 
people their only chance to fight 
impersonal big business (those 
people who brought back that 
old-time favorite, botulism). The 
Environmental and Consumer 
Affairs Board of Sacramento 
State College, created last year 
as an agent of both 
environmental and consumer 
advocacy, is currently seeking a 
director of consumer affairs. 
This position is open to anyone 
who has ideas with which to 
help local consumers. Brad 
Booth, coordinator of this board 
which will be rather informally 
organized, explained that there 
are four named positions on the 
board. “This is just to give them 
names so that they have an idea, 
theoretically, where their 
thoughts are supposed to go. It’s 
not binding by any means 
whatsoever.” 

The as yet unfilled consumer 
affairs position is just one of the 
four. Research director is Steve 


Crowle, newly appointed 
executive director of the 
Ecology Information Center. 


John Shonerd, who worked with 
Booth and Crowle for the 
Board’s creation last year, is 
environmental director. The 
public relations position is 
shared by Nancy Jones and 
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By LYNN McMICHAEL 


supervises the activities of all 
board members. 

The board has other priorities 
besides finding a consumer 
affairs director. As announced in 
the Hornet, the board is seeking 
volunteers having ideas for 
consumer affairs and/or 
environemnt-related programs 
which, by themselves, they 
would be unable to undertake. 
“Everybody's got to come up 
with their own idea. Then we all 
get together and say, ‘Far out, 
how can we help each other get 
this thing through?’ ” Booth 
explains. 

Further, Booth asks for aid in 
putting together two lists. “One 
list would be good guys of the 
week and one list would be bad 
guys of the week. You'd write 
down the ten biggest rip-offs 
that you’d found out for that 
week. Then you find the little 
guy who's the automobile 
mechanic out in the middle of 
nowhere that nobody knows 
about. He’s really reasonable and 
does a really good job, and he’s 
honest.” This rare type would be 
listed with the good guys for the 
week. In order to do _ this, 
however, “You have to build up 
a rapport with the students,” 
leclares Booth. Students are 
invited to share their good and 
bad experiences’ with local 
business establishments with the 
board to help in the compilation 
of these lists which will be 
published in the Hornet.

The ecology movement is no 
guarantee of victory in the fight 
against pollution, but it does 
show that some people are 
willing to devote their time, 
money and energy to a cause 
that may not see results for 
generations to come. Some 
people only give lip service to 
ecology, like those who put 
‘“‘Keep America Green,” or 
“Ecology Now” bumper stickers 
squarely above the exhaust pipe. 

The others are the dedicated 
“eco-nuts” whe are determined 
to save us all from the polluted 
streams, air, and aluminum 
plated mountains. 

On campus, a new 
Environmental and Consumer 
Protection Board has been 
formed with headquarters in the 
ASSSC office. Brad Booth is the 
coordinator of this organization 
whose purpose is “to be a true 
representative of the 
environment.” The group was 
formed during the summer and 
has already been instrumental in 
the blocking of construction of a 
golf course on land that the 
county has been trying to 
acquire for a bikeway along the 
American River. As Booth 
explained part of the Board’s 
philosophy, “It’s time we just let 
the land be.” 


Included on the Board is Steve 
Crowle, the research director 
and he is also the Vice President 
of Zero Population Growth. Just 
recently, he has been appointed 
as the new Executive Director of 
the Ecology Information Center, 
located at 1221 20th Street. EIC 
has been operating for more 
than a year and was Meesponsor 
of the six month recycling eText 
and are organizing “Sac-li Up” 
day, an all day volunteer effort 
to clean up the city. This latest 
project has also proven once 
again that politics can be 
anybody's game. At first, EIC, 
approached the City and asked 
for the use of five trucks and the 
use of the city dump uniil 6 
p.m. The request was denied. So, 
they went to the county, where 
they were granted the trucks and 
full use of the county dump.

Harold Lockhart, spokesman for 
EIC, returned and asked if the 
city might at least grant the use 
of the city dump until 4 p.m. 
and the city agreed. Lockhart 
didn’t ask for use of the dump 
until 6 p.m. because he wasn't 
sure he could push that far, but 
he was still very satisfied with 
the city’s decision. 


Lockhart did comment too, 
that he would be glad when the 
new City Council takes over, 
which leads to one more 
environmentally concerned 
group of people, SCEECC or 
Sacramento Citizens to Elect 
Environmentally Concerned 
Candidates. SCEECC is 
composed of members from EIC 
and other environmentally 
concerned citizens. Their 
purpose is to insure that 
environmental issues are 
discussed during the local 
elections and to support 
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candidates who are responsive to 
those issues. The issues include 
leap frog developemnt, city 
county consolidation and 
extensive rapid transit systems. 
For the September elec tions, 
SCEECC sent out questicanaires 
to all the candidates inte1 viewed 
the candidates who had 
responded most positively and 
evaluated and made tieir 
recommendations based on their 
responses. They endorsed 
candidates in six distrits and 
the candidates finished first in 
their district or will be in the 
run-off November election. 
SCEECC is a first forf 
Sacramento and according to | 
them probably a first for the 
country. It is very possible, the 
new City Council will have a 
quorum of environmentally 
concerned members. As 
SCEECC put it, “If your City 
Councilman is ecologically 
unsound. recycle him.”

City School Boards have long

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Among other successes, he 
considers his work with the Task 
Force on Cannery Workers and 
the favorable decision from the 
Equal Employment 
Opportunities Commission in 
Washington as an important 
contribution to Sacramento 
workers. The biggest success, of 
course, was the election in 1909 
and re-election this year, of 
Councilman Manuel Ferailes, 
whose campaign played a 
significant role in mobilizing the 
Chicano community.

City gets 
federal

The City of Sacramento, the 


Recreation and Parks 
Department in particular, has 
announced that the $17,500 


federal matching grant for a core 
city bikeway will be granted. 
This money has been in the 
making for quite some time and 
it was expected ‘he bikeway by 
September in time for the 


back-to-school cyclists. For 
some unknown reason, but 
probably bureaucratic, the 


money was slowed down. 

it was for that reason and a 
recently passed city ordinance 
forbidding bike riding on 
sidewalks, that 150 to 200 
bikers organized a bike ride from 
SSC to City Hall, as a show of 
force. The impression was they 
would “pedal to the city council 
meeting” as their press blurb 
Stated, the objective being to 
“put social pressures on the 
federal and city government.” 

Unfortunately, the cyclists 
never quite made it. Thursday at 
4 p.m. they left the campus and 
arrived at the steps of City Hall 
around 5 p.m. There they staged 
a magnificent rally, with 
speeches, lots of excitement, TV 
cameras, and a great time for all, 
especially SSC’s student Vice 
President Bill Schnieder, one of 
the main organizers of the bike 
ride. 


To be fair, Schnieder is 
serious about the need for city 
bikeways, and intended the rally 
as a demonstration of public 
support, but was not prepared 
enough to speak. In_ the 
meantime, city officials were 
fully expecting the subject to be 
brought up at the council 
meeting that night. The director 
of the Recreation and Parks 
Department, Solon Wisham 
even had memos dittoed off for 
the councilment and the press, 
with his announcement that the 
money was on its way. The way 
was set for a discussion of the 
issues between bike enthusiasts 
and the city. 

But when no one showed up 
at the meeting, the subject was 
allowed to slide. The councilmen 
read the reports, the press 
questioned Wisham and wrote 
their stories that the bikeway

Campus women from colleges 
throughout the Northern 
California area will participate in 


the Western States Women’s 
Abortion Action Conference 
Oct. 15 and 16 in the Student 


Union at the University of 
California, Berkeley. 


The conference will open 
Friday at 8 p.m. Keynote 
speaker Nancy Stearns, New 


York based attorney for the 
Center for the Study of 
Constitutional Rights, will 
outline the national campaign to 
get abortion laws repealed. Part 
of the campaign in various states 
will be the filing of class action 


suits on behalf of women, 
challenging the laws on 
constitutional grounds. Nancy 


Stearns will also discuss how 
women can unite around the 
effort to free Shirley Wheeler, a 
sister who is facing a 20 yr. 
sentence for manslaughter 
because of repressive Florida 
abortion laws. 

Saturday's session will open at 
10 a.m. Skits, workshops and

although late looked like a sure 
thing. Wisham halfway confided 
that the city already is assured 
the money, and officially he 
wrote, “There is every indication 
that the Federal fund will be 
forthcoming. ..in a few days.” 

Yet, the cyclists lost out on 
an opportunity to approach the 
city on the question of the city 
ordinance prohibiting riding on 
sidewalks. Friday, this wa 
brought to the attention of 
Schnieder, who is now preparing 
to bring the subject up at the 
next council meeting but 
without the benefit of the rally 
and the accompanying publicity. 


conference 


speeches will focus around 
various aspects of the abortion 
law repeal effort. 

Elma Barerra, a representative 
of WONAAC in Houston will be 
in Berkeley to discuss the 
practice of a government health 
agency in San Antonio, Texas, 
which used Chicana women as 
guinea pigs in a birth control 
experiment. Many of the women 
who believed they were receiving 
honest birth control counseling 
became pregnant. The Texas 
abortion does not grant them 
the right to terminate these 
pregnancies. 

Other speakers will explain 
how abortion laws deprive 
women of the right to control 
theis bodies, condemn between 
1000 and 5000 women yearly to 
death and otherwise downgrade 
the role of child bearing and 
rearing, forcing unwilling women 
to undergo years of involuntary 
servitude and poverty. 

The relationship between 
abortion laws and the increase in 
child abuse will be discussed by 


child psychologist Adah Maurer. 
Black leader Mary Wright will 
speak on how rigid abortion laws 
and forced sterilization victimize 
minority women. Information 
on new, safe methods of birth 
contro! and abortion techniques 
which could be employed by 
trained medical rersonnel will be 
presented by L’r. Felcia Hance, a 
resident gynocologist at the 
University of California Medical 
school, in her talk: “Our 
Bodies’. Sat. Eve’s session will 
be followed by a women’s party. 

The myths surrounding 
abortion are many. The 
WONAAC conference aim is to 
replace these myths with facts in 
preparation for the massive 
march on San Francisco and 
Washington D.C. on Nov. 20. On 
this date women from all parts 
of the country will gather to 
demand the repeal of all 
abortion laws, no_ restrictive 
contraception laws and no 
forced sterilization.
